Towle, who owns a large per cent
of property fronting Stone street
in the business 11;1'1'1 of the city,

and in the course of the conversa-
tion Mr. Jenne remarked that in
his opinion, the time was ripe for
the paving of at least a purt of
the main street of the towa. Nr,
Towle promptly agreed with him
and stated that he would be will-
ing to bear his part ol the ex-
pense of paving if the other prop-
erty owners would do likewise,
Me., Jeane realized that  Mr.
Towle's willingness in the matter
meant a great deal and he at
once began to push the matter,
He drew up a petition and circu-
lated it among the property own-
ers and that petition and the sig-
natures secured are as follows:

“We, the undersigned citizens
of Falls City, Richardson county,
state of Nebraska, do hereby
agree to pay the amounts that it
will cost to pave Stone strect of
the sawd Falls City from the
{Union hotel corner on Third street
to the Curistian church corner on
Sceventh street, including cross
streets, Third, Fourth, Fifth and
Sixth, which shall be paved to
the alleys on the east side, and
also on the west side of satd Stone
street.

“The said undersigned proper-
ty owners are to pay for the pav-
g to the center of said streets
adjoining their respective proper-
li\.'!'-'-.

“And itis further provided that
this contract shall not be binding
upon the undersigned unless the
Richardson county board of sup-
ervisors shall agree that the coun-
ty of Richardson shall pay flor
the satd paving of the said
Stone street to the center thereof
on the west side of the Richard-
son  county court house square
and one-half of Third and Fourth
streets to alley.

“And it is further agreed that
said paving shall be done under
the supervision of the mavor and
city council and a committee of
three property holders, subscrib-
ers hercto of the said Falls City.
state of Nebraska, which shall
comprise a committee of the
whole, and that all contracts for
the purchase of material and la-
bor connected with the said pav-
ing shall be open for the inspec-
tion of any or all of the under-
sigmed.

“*And it is hereby understood
and agreed by all parties con-
cerned, that the said paving shall
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be done in the following manner,
to wit: IMirst, there shall be four
or live inches of broken rock,
which shall be evenly spread and
rolled with a heavy steel roller of
suflicient weight to thoroughly
press said stone into the carth.
On top of said layer of stone
there will be a layer of sand, next
a layer of paving brick laid [at
with the two inch way laid per-
pendicular. On this another lav-
er of sand, and then another lay-
er of paving brick with the four
in way perpendicular, the whole
to be rolled and sanded suflicient-
ly to make good paving.

“Andatas further agreed that
if  property owners adjoining
Stone street, in blocks 38 and 39
and blocks 26 and 27, will sign
this petition and contract, Stone
street will be paved to [91rst street.
And it 1s also agreed that if prop-
erty owners in blocks 122 and 123
adjoining Stone street, will sign
this petition and contract, Stone
street will be paved to Eighth
street.

It as further agreed and un-
derstood that the city of [Falls
City. Richardson county, and
state of Nebraska, shall be to all
expense i paving the squares
and crossings of cress streets as
far as the paving shall extend,
and also to be to all expense in
surveying and grading where
streets are paved under this con-
tract.

“It is further agreed that said
paving shall be fully completed
before any of the unaersigned
shall be compelled to pay for any
part of said paving.

"It is hereby understood that
the said paving shall be com-
menced as soon as convenient and
il possible not later than April
10, 1905,

It will be seen thatall the large
property owners and most of the
smaller ones have signed this pe-
tition, and it looks very mach as
though there would be some pav-
ing done in Falls City in the near
future. Mr. Jenne has been very
active in the matter and is alone
r :sponsible for the movement set
on foot andcarried out thus far.
